It was agreed that 
the best cure known is the arid atmos- 
phere of the Southwest, but at the 
Same time legal measures for the pro- 
tection of the healthy were urged. As 
president and secretary were elected, 
respectively, Dr. C. E. Davis of Pres- 
cott and Dr. Charles Jones of Tempe. 
Adjournment has been taken till next 
year at Tucson. ' 


BEAR RIVER CHANNEL. 
PROTESTS CAUSE POSTPONEMENT 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

SACRAMENTO, May 23.—The Audit- 
ing board to the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works held a meeting today for 
the purpose of hearing protests on the 
part of the people whose lands lie be- 
low the mouth of the Bear River, 
against the proposed cutting of a chan- 
nel six miles long to relieve the vi- 
cinity of Wheatland of the accumula- 
tion of débris brought down from the 
hydraulic mines. | 

It was ntended by the petitioners 
that if tHe proposed channel were dug 
it weuld affo a release for débris 
which now lod on the banks at the 
bends in the Bear River. It was 
claimed that instead of a wash of six 
inches of débris each year as at peevent 
registered, they would be overwhelmed 
by a deposit of six feet of sand and 
gravel, which is now imprisoned. 

The board took the matter under ad- 
visement in executive session and this 
afternoon announced that it would de- 
fer work on the Bear River channel 
in deference to the protest of land own- 
ers.

BUFFALO (N. Y.) May 23.—A large 
number of prominent men from all 
parts of the United States, represent- 
ting all the conflicting theories of what 
constitutes proper systems of taxation 
for raising revenue for Federal, State 
and municipal government, met in the 
Public Library Hall today. The con- 
ference was called by the National 
Civic Federation 
Prof. R. A. Seligman, nstructor of 
political economy at the University of 
Columbia, read a paper on “inequal- 
ities of Taxation.” 

Prot. Seligman deciared that while 
eco y in government 
sary, the taxation problem cannot be 
solved by the cutting down of expen- 
ditures. He then went on to show that 
public expenses have increased far 
more rapidly than has the etait 
Said he: 
“The population cf New York City. 
today is about the same as that of the 
entire country at the beginning of the 
present. government. Yet whereas New 
York spends about $100,000,000 a year, 
the expenditures of the United States 
began at $4,000,000, and even during the 
first decade of its existence under the 
present Constitution averaged only 
about $8,000,000 a year. In the Federal 

vernment, whereas since i890 ‘the 
has increased twenty-fold, 
from $4,000,000 to $80,000,000, the expen- 
diture has increased one hundred and 
fifty-fold, from $4,000,000 to $600,000,000, 
In State and local finances the figures 
are still more striking. New York 
State spent in 1796 less than $150,000; 
spent in 1900, $25,000,000, or 166 times 
as much. New York City spent in 1800, 
with a population of $60,000, a ljttle 
over $100,000. By 1900 its popu 
had increased sixty times, but its ex- 
penditures had increased 1000 times.

Noxious Weeds. 

To those who realize what an ad- 
ditional thrill of commercial joy has 
been engendered by the advent of the 
present grain and hay crop in South- 
ern California the subject of weed 
pests becomes doubly interesting. In 
looking over a map drawn to indicate 
the distribution of the Russian thistle 
I noticed two little dark spots u 


the State of California. One of 
indicates the prevalence the weed 
in this section. This is nt, if 


true, and it is true. This destructive 


signed especially for its extermination. 
It becomes an object of grave appre- 
hension to the wheat and barley grow- 
ers. 

The Russian thistle is almost un- 
known to our people. This is en- 
couraging in the sense that it shows 
the plant is just getting started here, 


but discouraging in the recognition 
ot the fact that it is the most destruc- 


tive weed known and has spread with 
greater rapidity than any other for- 
eign weed pest. It would be criminal 
to allow it to become establishe41 in 
this State, and I hope the Supervisors, 
horticultural boards and farmers gen- 
erally may study this noxious weed, 
learn its habits and discover the best 
means of its extermination. The plant 
is an annual, tender and easily de- 
stroyed prior to its seeling, which in 
this climate should be about the first 
of August, judging from the numerous 
specimens on hand. There is one rea- 
son why it should be easily extermin- 
inated here, and another reason for 
its extraordinary persistency, making 
the conditions about on a par with 
those in the Dakotas. The Pacific 
Coast is isolated from the great areas 
of infection in Ontario, Manitoba, Da- 
kota and New Mexico, and hence the 
weed could be fought with great hopes 
of success. On the other hand, Cali- 
fornia produces weeds at almost any 
season of the year and this plant is 
Hable to be in seed from August to 
March. The specimens at hand from 
Artesia is the authority on which I 
make this statement. Altogether, the 
conditions. are favorable for the 
banishment of the Russian thistle, for, 
in addition to the isolation of this sec- 
tion the weed can be

Unfermented Juices. 

The use of non-alcoholic wines seems 
to be increasing at a fair rate in 
Southern California. To those who 
have been deprived of their daily mug 
of cider since moving to the Coast, 
and yet who are opposed to the in- 
troduction of alcoholic stimulants to 
their dining-rooms, it may be inter- 
esting to know that there is more 
than one manufactory of cpndensed 
grape juice in this section and that 
their products are exceedinngly pala- 
table, absolutely free from alcohol and 
no doubt as medicinal as they are re- 
freshing and appetizing. One form of 
this beverage is called “liquid grape. 
food,” and it stands in the same rela- 
tion to the Mission and Zinfandel 
that cider does to the Pippin. I am

The proposition is a difi- 
cult one, but it is plain that no one can 
afford to pay out his money for @& 
mere attempt to eradicate the infecticn, 
for a failure is not only a useless ex- 
pense, but it throws doubt upon the 
efficacy of the method itself. Let the 
policy of each orchardist be to secure 
the services of a competent man to in- 
vestigate the condition of his orchard 
vt ods, If that man is he himeelf that 
much the cheaper.

duced by frost, poor drainage or some 
chemical condition of the soil. It may 
be from any of these and is not para- 
sitte, and therefore not infectious. Die- 
back is no doubt of similar origin. The 
distinction between these f¢ of mal- 
circulation and true blight is that bi'ght 
alone is known to be of fungoid or- 
igin, and consequently should be con- 
tagious. A farmer at Downey com- 
plains of his apple crop, stating that 
many of his trees are carrying apples 
in all etages of development, from 
fresh, blooming to large, healthy iruit. 
Time and a change of soil conditions 
through cultivation, leaching and aer:z- 
tion will no doubt remove this trouble, 
for its origin can scarcely be traced to 
mechanical infection—the introduction 
of spores, as in pear blight. In the lat- 
ter ailment the infection seldom lets up 
till the tree ig dead. In the disease

The attacks of 
alkali soils upon vegetation is an in- 
teresting but very puszsling subject, In 
every case, however, it involves a phys- 
ical destruction or ailment such ae the 
burning of a tree by fire. Whether it 
occurs in the etching away of the plant 
at the surface, the destruction of the

line salts in the green tissues of the 
plant, its effect may be recognized even 
if its method of attack is one of the 
most puzling propositions. The drought 
has been charged with many attacks 
it is not responsible for, and one of 
these is the attack of the alkaloids 
upon the circulation of the plant.

Angeles School Board on Wednesday 
evening Mr. Giffen made a motion that 
the Spring-street school be advertised 
for sale, the money derived from said 
sale to be used for the establishment 
of a polytechnic high school, the prin- 
cipal object of which would be to re- 
lieve the grammar grades of extra 
studies. The matter was referred. to 
the Finance Committee. 

It is well to suggest the desirability 
of caution and deliberation before any 
step of this kind is taken by the 
School Board. The Spring-street-school 
property, with its long frontages on 
Spring street and Broadway, is an ex- 
ceedingly valuable piece of real estate 
today, and there is not the slightest 
doubt that it will continue to increase 
steadily in value from year to year, as 
it is in the direct line of the city’s 
growth. In fact, there is every rea- 
sonable probability that ten years 
from now this property will be worth 
at least twice as much as it is today, 
as by that time it will probably be 
within a block or two of the business 
center. On the other hand, there is 
no special reason for urgent haste in 
disposing of the property. | 
_ Again, this property belongs to the 
citizens of Los Angeles—to the whole 
population, not merely to the small 
percentage interested in high schools. 
As The Times has previously re- 
marked, there is today in this country 
a widespread sentiment to the ef- 
fect that our modern system of educa- 
tion tends to become topheavy—to 
lean too much toward high schools 
and colleges and universities, by which 
perhaps not more than 56 per cent. of 
the citizens at the most can be bene- 
fited, to the disadvantage of more 
practical and generally useful educa- 
tion.

}evening trade school in New York, 
Charies M. Schwab, president of the 
United States Steel Corporatfon, sald: 

“Tl was at a gathering of forty of 
the great financial men of the country 
the other day, and when the subject 
was brought up we found that thirty- 
eight of the forty were poor boys who 
had gone to training schools and had 
mever gone to a college. That ought 
to encourage you boys.” 

It is not claimed that financial suc- 
cess should be the sole aim at which 
we should look in our scholastic insti- 
tutions, but in our educational estab- 
lishments that are maintained by the 
taxpayers’ money, for the benefit of 
all who choose to avail themselves of 
the privilege, the main object to keep 
in view should certainly be to give the 
pupils a good rudimentary education, 
to teach them to speak and write cor- 
rectly, to instil] into their minds a 
groundwork of good manners and good

azine contained an article by Thomas 
Millard on the subject of the Peking 
relief expedition. In that article he 
gave an elaborate account of the 
march to Peking, and related many 
blood-curdling incidents alleged to 
have occurred en route, such as the 
bayoneting or shooting down of de- 
fenseless men, women and children, 
the looting and burning of villages, 
etc. Mr. Millard’s article reflected se- 
verely on the American soldiers and 
the manner in which the American 
contingent was handled. 

Gen. Chaffee, in a report to the 
Adjutant-General, makes a scathing 
reply to the false charges and mis- 
statements of fact of which Millard 
was guilty. Gen. Chaffee declares, in 
the first place, that although Millard 
wrote of the relief expedition as if he 
were an eyewitness of the events 
which he so graphically described, 
and as if he had accompa: ed the ex- 
pedition, “he must surely base his 
statements on hearsay, shpplemented 
by his imagination,” for it is a matter 
of fact and of record that he did not 
arrive in Peking until two months 
after the a1.ival of the relief column. 
These facts speak for themselves, and 
at the very beginning discredit Mil- 
lard’s supposititious aceount of the 
expedition. 

Millard stated, among other things, 
that the Japanese and Russian troops, 
on the march, bayoneted and shot 
helpless non-combatants, and added 
that “our armies are not free from 
these wanton sacrifices.” Gen. Chaf- 
fee declares not only that Millard saw 
nothing of the kind described by him 
in language so yellow, but that no 
erueltics of the kind were practiced 
by the American forces. Gen.- Chaffee 
is certainly better qualified to speak in 
the premises than is Millard, for he 
was not only with the expedition, but 
commanded it, while Millard did not 
arrive upon the scene of action until 
two months after the

Another assertion by Millard was to 
the effect that “every town, village 
and hut over a stretch of country ten 
miles wide in the path of the troops 
was first looted and then burned.” As 
to this statement, Gen. Chaffee says 
that not less than three-quarters of the 
houses along the route are standing 
today, and that a still larger propor- 
tion were standing when Millard ar- 
rived at Peking, two montus behind 
the relief expedition. 

Millard further stated that “within 
a week after coming to Peking one- 
third of the American force was in the 
hospital.” To disprove this assertion 
Gen. Chaffee quotes from the army 
records, showing the number of men 
in hospital from stage to stage of the 
journey. From these records it ap- 


Peking, or on August 20, only 8.2 per 
cent. of the total American force were 
sick and unfit for service. This was 
an increase of only 4.4 per cent. from 
August 4, when the expedition started 
out from Tien-Tsin. The maximum 
was reached on August 31, when 11.6

He shows 
that the Japs had only bamboo poles, 
and that it was the English who fur- 
nished the telescopic poles, while the 
jointly-conetructed American-British 
line was the only line of communica- 
tion that was carried forward with 
the advancing column. 

The “foresight and efficiency” of the 
Japanese medical corps were made 
much of by Millard the prevari- 
cator, who declared that the Japs pro- 
vided ice for the march, “to the 
amazement of the ambulance sections 
of the other divisions.”

READER'S WORK. 
Five Hundred Manuscripts a Year is 
the Record of One Man Employed by 
a New York House. | 


[New York Evening Post:] Five 
hundred novels a year is a record for 
one man’s reading, but that is aboot 
hat one of the regular 
readers of a large publishing house in 
this city to examine annually. 
This examination is no superficial re- 
view, either, but one that gives a 
thorough knowledge of the plot, style, 
and general characteristics of the MS., 
for thewreader’s opinion of each MS. is 
written out and filed away for refer- 
ence. One of the older firms here has 
nearly ninety bound volumes of read- 
ers’ opinions, with about opinions 
in each volume. Perhaps,forty out of 
the 400 are about books which have 
been published.. Of the other 360 some 
few may have been brought out by 
other publishing houses, but most of 
them were returned to their authors, 
never to seppear again. 

A good reader will look over at least 
four M88. in a day that begins at 9:30 
and ends at 3 o'clock, and sometimes, 
when there is a rush of work, will get 
through twise that number. This “look- 
ing over,” of course, is not the careful 
reviewing referred to above. Many 
manuscripts never get beyond the 
“looking-over” stage. Most of the pub- 
lishing houses do not keen MSS. more 
than two weeks before giving a de- 
cision on them, and returning them if

JEFFERSON'S LOMBARDY Pop- 


LARS. 
An engraving that shows a view from 


the Capito! grounds at Washington in 
1825 discloses that Pennsylvania ave- 
nue was planted with Lombardy pop- 
lars. They began to be imported to 
America soon after the revolution, and 
their popularity grew through the ad- 
vocacy of Jefferson. They came to be 


regarded as a symbol of democracy 
and, the domination of French ideas. 


They were therefore profoundly 


hated in some communities. In Salem 
a splendid row of them was destroyed 
at night by ardent Federalists. They 
were planted along the new turnpikes 
which were being built hate: 
But few of these old poplars still stand 
anywhere in our Northern States, save 
a few winter-killed old settlers and 
some sctaggly young growth.
